AMBITIOUS plans to create 
a new leisure centre in 
Walsall Wood are due to 
move a step forward at a 
meeting today (Thursday). 

Moves to build a new Oak 
Park Leisure Centre and 
demolish the existing build¬ 
ing have been lodged by 
Walsall Council. 

An eight-lane 25 metre 
swimming pool, a teaching 
pool, a large sports hall the 
size of six badminton courts, 
a fitness suite, health spa, 
dance studio and catering 
facilities are part of the plan. 

Members of the planning 
committee are being recom¬ 
mended to grant permission 
for the scheme when they 
meet today. 

It is proposed the new Oak 
Park Leisure Centre would 
be built on playing fields to 
the rear of the current site 
with a new access route off 
Coppice Road. 

It would be constructed 
before the other building is 
demolished with junior foot¬ 
ball pitches and more than 
100 parking spaces created. 
The existing artificial pitch 
would get new floodlights. 

Three letters of support 
and three objections have 
been received. 

Airlift for 
stab victim 

A MAN was airlifted to hos¬ 
pital after being stabbed in 
the leg in Bloxwich. 

Police launched an inves¬ 
tigation after they were 
called to the semi-detached 
property in Stoney Lane. 

A cordon was put in place 
across the driveway after the 
45-year-old was found with 
the groin injury by para¬ 
medics on Monday. 

Investigation 

He was flown to Queen 
Elizabeth Hospital Birming¬ 
ham due to initial fears over 
the seriousness of the 
wound. His condition was 
later described as non-life 
threatening. 

West Midlands Police 
spokesman Lee Page said: 
“An investigation is under¬ 
way to establish how the 
man came to sustain the 
injury.” 


Dame Mo 'overwhelmed' by support 


SUPERHEAD Dame Mo Brennan this week said 
she had been “overwhelmed” by support for 
her as it emerged that she will not be banned 
from the classroom. 

Dame Mo Brennan, headteacher of Barr 
Beacon School, will face no further action after 
being found guilty by a disciplinary panel of alter¬ 
ing attendance records at a previous school. 

Dame Mo, with senior teachers Shelley 
Derham and Linda Westwood, were all found to 
have acted “dishonestly” when they changed 
pupil attendance records while all three were 
working at Hillcrest School and Community 


College, in Netherton, Dudley. But a Teaching 
Agency panel has now ruled a ban is not neces¬ 
sary for the three teachers, all of whom now work 
at Barr Beacon. 

Dame Mo thanked people for their support 
during the hearing. 

“I’ve been overwhelmed by the support I’ve 
received from staff, parents and pupils from Barr 
Beacon School in Walsall and from Hillcrest 
School and Community College in Dudley, as well 
as from across the country,” she said. 

A judgment published by the Teaching Agency 
disciplinary panel and agreed by Education Sec¬ 


retary Michael Gove said it was in the public 
interest for Dame Mo, Mrs Derham and Mrs 
Westwood to stay in teaching. 

Alan Meyrick, Teaching Agency deputy direc¬ 
tor, said it would be “disproportionate” to impose 
a prohibition order. 

It also concluded the “exceptional achieve¬ 
ments” of Mrs Westwood and Mrs Derham meant 
it was in the public interest for them to continue 
“inspiring and improving the life chances” of 
pupils. 

Governors at Barr Beacon backed Dame Mo 
throughout.

ROSIE HAS HOPE 
AFTER SPIHAI OP 


A five-year-old girl from Walsall has become the first child 
in Europe to have pioneering spinal surgery that could 
help her walk. Rosie Davies went through the 13-hour pro¬ 
cedure at Birmingham Children’s Hospital. 


She is the only person 
in the UK to suffer from 
an extremely rare spinal 
condition which means 
the lower segment of her 
spine is missing. It means 
she has little feeling in 
her legs and cannot move 
them. 

Without the surgery, her 
organs would have been 
compressed and eventually 
failed. 

But a month after 
surgery - which had only 
been performed once 
before, in New Zealand - 
Rosie has more sensation in 
the upper part of her legs, 
meaning her parents can 
consider prosthetic limbs. 

Sister 

Rosie’s mother Mandy 
Collett said the surgery 
could help her daughter 
achieve her goal of walking 
like her elder sister Mia. 

“Rosie has never consid¬ 
ered herself as disabled,” she 
said. 

“She decides what she

wants to do and finds a way 
to do it, overcoming any 
obstacle. 

“She has always been very 
active, enjoying dance, sport 
and playing with others. She 
is an exceptionally bright 
young girl. 

“The only thing Rosie has 
been unable to do is walk, 


which is her ultimate goal in 
life. 

“After her operation, and 
with the correct support, 
we’re confident now that she 
will be able to find a way to 
do that, to some degree. 

“She loves her older sister 
Mia dearly and has always 
aspired to be like her. 

“She always says she 
would like to walk like Mia 
one day and that Mia would 
teach her.” 

Rosie’s parents said they 
could not thank the sur¬ 
geons at Birmingham Chil¬ 
dren’s Hospital enough. 

Father Scott said: “Rosie 
has been through so much 
over the last few years, and 
we hope now that this will 
mean a better future for our 
little girl and maybe a 
chance for her to walk in the 
future.” 

Consultant neurosurgeon 
Mr Guirish Solanki, from 
Birmingham Children’s 
Hospital, said: “We are 
delighted with the results of 
this operation.”

Power cut 
hits 50,000 

MORE than 50,000 homes 
and businesses in Walsall, 
Willenhall and Wolverhamp¬ 
ton were plunged into dark¬ 
ness on Tuesday morning by 
a major power cut. 

Wolverhampton railway 
station was in darkness, 
platforms were evacuated. 
Roads were hit with traffic 
lights and street lamps also 
out. 

Problems began at around 
7am and were caused by a 
power failure at a substation 
in Willenhall. 

It caused three Willenhall 
schools to close due to prob¬ 
lems with heating, while 
properties in Bentley and 
parts of Darlaston were also 
hit. 

Pupils at Barcroft 
Primary, Fibbersley Park 
and St Thomas More School, 
all in Willenhall, were told 
to stay home for the day. 


abbey blinds 
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Community garden proposal on eyesore site 


DERELICT allotment land in Darlaston is being 
cleaned up and could be turned into a community 
garden. The eyesore site in Herberts Park Road 
has been plagued by fly-tipping in recent years. 

Walsall Council’s Street Pride officers have 
begun clearing rubbish from the area and there 
will be a public meeting for residents to have their 
say on its future use. 

Councillor Anthony Harris, Walsall leisure and 
culture boss, said: “It is such a shame that this 
former allotment land has become such an 
eyesore. 

“Our greenspace service has been talking to 


residents, councillors and partners about the best 
way to transform this spot and a community 
garden has been suggested. 

Difference 

“The local community is key to giving this plot 
a new lease of life and we want to work with local 
people to make a real difference to a spot that has 
undoubtedly caused them problems. I would love 
them to take ownership of this, with our 
support.” 

Cllr Harris added that there had been local 
concern that the land could be used as a play area 


or a skate park but added “this is not our inten¬ 
tion”. 

The project is being led by Alison Bate, commu¬ 
nity gardens officer, who said that a secure com¬ 
munity garden could be used as a shared social 
area. 

“It could become an informal space with grass, 
trees, shrubs and flowers or as a collective area 
for food growing,” she said. 

“Any key decisions over its elements and fea¬ 
tures will be shaped by the community as our aim 
is to support its long term sustainability.” 


Man who pestered 
pensioner is jailed 


A FATHER who harassed an 80-year-old man 
into handing over at least £5,000 by pestering 
him has been put behind bars. 

Richard Featherstone preyed on the “vulnerability and 
generosity” of Walsall pensioner Richard Williams by 
making repeated requests for money. He sent voice and text 
messages throughout the day and night asking for money. 

Featherstone, of Whitehall Road, Palfrey, originally 
denied a charge of harassment between June and N ovember 
this year. However, the 35-year-old changed his plea and 
was on Friday jailed for 11 weeks, ordered to pay £400 com¬ 
pensation and given a two-year restraining order. 

Miss Val Hart, prosecuting, said Mr Williams suffers 
health problems including his heart. She told the court the

SPECIALIST equipment 
for elderly people in Walsall 
will be moved into a 
purpose-designed building 
costing £325,000 by spring. 

The Integrated Commu¬ 
nity Equipment Service, 
currently provided in three 
factory units on the Bentley 
Lane Industrial Estate, will 
stock aides to help people 
continue living at home, 
from walking sticks to com¬ 
modes and shower chairs. 

It will also include a new 
Wheelchair Service Clinic 
with its own technician and 
stores, a decontamination 
unit so that all equipment 
can be cleaned and re-used, 
and bed and mattress store. 

The new 10,000 sq ft base 
will be at Electrium Point, 
in Forge Lane, Willenhall, 
and is being provided by 
Walsall Council and Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust. 

Growing demand for this 
type of equipment means 
the service needs to expand.

Distress 

Featherstone accepted 
receiving between £5,000 
and £6,000 although it was 
originally believed it could 
have been more than £9,000. 

In a victim statementMr 
Williams said he was disap¬ 
pointed Featherstone had 
tried to play down the true 
extent of the crime. 

The statement read: “It 
has caused me great distress 
and also ill health. I am 80, 
going to court at my time of 
life is not something I should 
have to have faced. I live a 
simple, humble existence. ” 

Mr Brij Chaudhry, defend¬ 
ing, said Featherstone previ¬ 
ously helped Mr Williams 
and did chores. When he 
started asking for money 
there were no threats of vio¬ 
lence. 

“Mr Featherstone in hind¬ 
sight accepts the impact this 
behaviour has had on the 
victim. He is not very proud 
of himself, he is truly sorry 
and he is truly ashamed.”

“It bit and held on to Mr 
Dean’s right thigh,” she 
said. 

The dog, which was just 
over a year old, has since 
been put down. 

Kraus admitted being in 
charge of a dog which was 
dangerously out of control in 
a public place on June 7. 

When Kraus was inter¬ 
viewed by police he claimed 
that he had tried to pull the 
dog off. 

Mr John Walker, for 
Kraus, said he had forgotten 
to put a clip on the lead 
which would stop it from 
extending too far. 

Kraus was given a six- 
month conditional dis¬ 
charge, and told to pay £50 
compensation to Mr Dean 
and £85 costs. 

Car park to 
make way 
for scheme 

AN eyesore empty car park 
that has been a blight on 
the Walsall landscape for 
more than a decade is 
finally set to be bulldozed. 

The car park in Lower 
Hall Lane will be knocked 
down under latest plans. 

The move forms part of 
the £12 million redevelop¬ 
ment of St Matthew’s 
Quarter. Norton & Proffitt 
wants to demolish a two- 
storey car park, which has 
been a magnet for yobs and 
has been shut since the late 
1990s. 

Buildings fronting High 
Street, Digbeth and Lower 
Hall Lane would also be 
demolished for a restaurant 
and 11 shops to be built, 
creating 200 jobs. 

Councillor Mohammed 
Arif said: “This is most 
welcome in an area that has 
seen neglect over the past 
few years.”

THE number of park 
rangers in Walsall will be 
more than halved under new 
cost-cutting plans being con¬ 
sidered by Walsall Council. 

They will fall from 23 to 10 
from next April. 

The plans have prompted 
fears about increased anti¬ 
social behaviour in parks 
and nature reserves. 

About £400,000 is due to 
be cut from the Street Pride 
department’s budget. 

The council insists that 
there will still be a strong 
presence in the borough’s 
parks and environmental 
staff will be trained in 
enforcement action cur¬ 
rently being undertaken by 
the rangers. 

A report to the council’s 
cabinet states: “It will put 
more people on more parks 
on a continuous basis 
Monday to Friday. 

“A reduced resource over 
the weekends will maintain 
some visual presence.” 

Campaigners against the 
plans have established Save 
Walsall’s Green Spaces and 
Countryside Services. 

Linda Mason, from the 
group, said: “If these figures 
are correct, I am flabber¬ 
gasted. I can’t see how a 
park ranger service can be 
operated.” 

Vandals, arsonists and fly- 
tippers have targeted 
borough parks just under 
350 times in 12 months. 

The council needs to save 
£13 million overall in the 
next financial year.

Work starts 
on £100,000 
park revamp 

Improvement work 
costing about £100,000 has 
started at a Darlaston park, 
with a new artwork selected 
to be the centrepiece of its 
transformation. 

Kings Hill Park is under¬ 
going the revamp after con¬ 
tractors arrived on site last 
week. 

They are expected to be 
there until March 31 next 
year. New footpaths are 
being laid, the play area will 
revamped, and frontages to 
the park will be overhauled. 

Extra security gates and 
fences will also be installed 
at the park, which has been 
targeted by vandals and yobs 
in the past. 

Designs for a £12,000 
artwork, featuring a globe 
on a plinth, have been 
selected. 


Lucky dog 

VETS were stunned after a dog was run over 
and dragged beneath a car for 20ft - but 
came away unharmed. 

The Jack Russell was hit by the vehicle in 
Well Lane, Bloxwich, at around 3.15pm on 
Thursday, and was caught beneath the car. 

Firefighters had to be called in a 45- 
minute rescue operation to remove the dog. 

A Bloxwich Fire Station spokesperson 
said: “We were called out as the dog was still 
under the car. The driver called, as he was 
still there and very shook up. The owner

wasn’t around and he didn’t have a collar, so 
we think he may have been a stray. 

He was dragged for around 20ft, and yet 
came out with just a few cuts. The vets were 
absolutely excellent. So we’d like to thank 
Melbourne Vets. ” 

Veterinary nurse Lauren Todd said: “The 
police had contacted us saying they were 
bringing in a dog with a broken back and 
broken legs. Firefighters brought him in a 
blanket and when they put him on the table 
he got up and started walking around.” 


Drinker lashed out 


A DRINKER who lashed out with a beer 
glass in his hand has avoided jail. 

Lee Mitchell saw red when his girlfriend 
was pushed into a pillar at the Linford Arms 
in Cannock. Mr Paul Farrow, prosecuting, 
told Stafford Crown Court that Mitchell hit 
out at another customer, Lee Davies, who 
felt a glass smash on his head. That was the 
start of the violence as Mr Davies tried to get 
back at the man who hit him. 

After the attack on May 6, Mr Davies 
needed nine stitches in a wound around his 


left ear, which has left some scarring. 

Mitchell, aged 42, of Littlewood Road, 
Walsall, who admitted a charge of affray, was 
given a community order with 133 hours 
unpaid community work. 

Judge Simon Tonkingtold him: “The man 
who was injured was among those who were 
being aggressive towards you. A point came 
after your girlfriend had been pushed by Mr 
Davies, you reacted not in defence but in 
anger, t is accepted you didn’t deliberately 
use the glass.”

Walsall Housing Group is 
drawing up a revised scheme 
after moves to build on 
green belt land as part of a 
swap agreement were 
scrapped after more than 
800 objections were lodged 
against the loss of The Lea. 

Now, moves to scrap build¬ 
ing on the green belt and 
incorporate all of the former 
Goscote estate will see the 
amount of council-owned 
land fall from 37 to 18 per 
cent. 

Members of the council 
cabinet were yesterday 
(Wednesday) being recom¬ 
mended to support the 
regeneration plan by selling 
off the freehold for £1. 


expected to take until early 
February to be fully com¬ 
pleted.

“Lane closures will be nec¬ 
essary, however, as it will be 
safer for both the workers 
and road users while the 
work is carried out. 

“The work is expected to 
cause some disruption but 
we do not expect this to be 
significant. We have also 
written to local residents to 
advise them that there may 
be some increased noise 
levels while we carry out this 
work.” 

There have been a series 
of metal thefts along the 
motorway.

Manor boss promises 
hospital is improving 


IMPROVEMENTS have been made but the 
hard work is not over yet, says the boss of 
Walsall Manor Hospital after a report revealed 
higher than expected death rates. 

Chief executive Richard Kirby has insisted a host of 
improvement measures have been taken to lower death 
rates at the Moat Road hospital, and these have included 
investing in more staff and improving end-of-life care.

Patients 
back A&E 

PATIENTS rate the A&E 
department at Walsall 
Manor Hospital as the best 
in the region,says a survey. 

In Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion (CQC) research, Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust had a 
score from patients of 7.6 
out of 10. It came a day after 
details emerged that the 
Hospital’s A&E department 
had failed to hit a four-hour 
waiting time target. 

Patients in the CQC 
survey were asked to rate 
their overall experience in 
an A&E department out of 
10 . 

Dudley Group NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust and the Royal 
Wolverhampton NHS Trust 
each scored 7.5 


The Doctor Foster Hospi¬ 
tal Guide last week revealed 
the number of patient 
deaths was above expected 
levels in 2011/12. 

The guide said Walsall 
Manor had a hospital stan¬ 
dardised mortality rate of 
117 between April 2011 and 
March 2012, compared to an 
expected level of 100. 

But the rate had reduced 
to 92 between April and 
August this year. 

“This is about getting the 
quality of care right for 
people as a whole,” said Mr 
Kirby. 

“I would like to say thank 
you to the teams who have 
worked really hard on this 
for the past 12 months. 

Consultants 

“It’s not to say the job is 
done. There’s still a lot more 
that can be done on this.” 

He revealed £800,000 has 
been invested in nursing 
staff - the equivalent of 41 
extra posts - over the past 
two years, while eight new 
medical consultants are to 
be taken on by April. 

Mr Kirby said every death 
at the hospital was now 
reviewed independently and 
there was increased senior 
medical input at weekends. 

He said the actual number 
of deaths at the hospital had 
been lower this year, while 
improvements have been 
made in infection control at 
the hospital. 

He said there was a 90 per 
cent drop in C. diff cases in 
April to September this year 
compared to the same period 
in 2011, and a 50 per cent 
drop in pressure ulcers.

Hi-tech plan 
for cutting 
traffic jams 
at junction 

A JUNCTION in Walsall has 
been earmarked for a con¬ 
gestion-busting scheme to 
ease delays and boost safety. 
New technology is set to be 
installed to reduce regular 
hold-ups in Corporation 
Street, Caldmore. 

Improvements to the 
route at the junction with 
Wednesbury Road could see 
software installed to trigger 
traffic lights depending on 
traffic flow. It would also see 
pedestrian crossings with 
kerbside detectors as part of 
the £260,000 scheme due to 
be completed next summer. 

It is part of improvements 
costing more than £500,000 
in Caldmore which has 
already seen similar cross¬ 
ings put in place in Cald¬ 
more Green, West Bromwich 
Street and Spout Lane.

Councillor Mohammed

“The long-term solution is 
the widening of the junction 
and we will, as ward council¬ 
lors, keep working with our 
highways officers, traders 
association, residents and 
Centro to make the case for 
this,” he added. 

New homes

A BENEFITS cheat claimed 
to have mobility issues to get 
disability living allowance 
but was surveillance showed 
he was capable of walking 
long distances. 

Tony Plant, of Willenhall, 
falsely claimed more than 
£4,000 between January and 
October last year, Walsall 
Magistrates Court heard. 

The 53-year-old started 
claiming benefits in Febru¬ 
ary 2008 but failed to tell the 
relevant authorities when 
his situation changed. 

Ms Rebecca Smith, prose¬ 
cuting on behalf of the 
Department for Work and 
Pensions (DWP), said Plant 
made the claim on the basis 
he had severely restricted 
mobility. 

She said: “He was 
awarded the high-rate 
mobility and middle-rate 
care. 

Surveillance was carried 
out on Plant after informa¬ 
tion was received that put 
his disability claim in doubt. 

“He was capable of 
walking reasonably long dis¬ 
tances,” said Ms Smith. “He 
walked normally and 
without the use of aids.” 

She said the fraudulent 
claim amounted to 
£4,186.70 and the Depart¬ 
ment for Work and Pensions 
would be claiming the 
money back. 

Declare 

Plant, of Cedar Road, 
admitted one charge of 
failing to declare a change of 
circumstances. 

Mrs Sheila Hicklin, miti¬ 
gating, said Plant’s condi¬ 
tions had improved but he 
had “bad days and good 
days”. He was now in 
employment and no longer 
claiming any benefits. 

Plant was given a 12- 
month conditional discharge 
and ordered to pay £85 costs. 

Speaking after the case, 
Welfare Reform Minister 
Lord David Freud said: “It’s 
cases like these that show us 
why welfare reform is 
needed.”

Rain and frost combine to produce a firs-t rate crop this year 


Christinas trees are tops 
after a summer soaking 



WE would probably rather forget 
the washout summer, but the bad 
weather has meant this year’s 
crop of Christmas firs are top of 
the tree. 

The damp summer coupled with the 
recent drop in temperature means real 
Christmas trees are more likely to hold onto 
their needles over the festive period. 

That is the verdict of expert growers in 
the West Midlands who are delighted with 
the quality of this year’s crop. 

Richard Simkin of Essington Fruit Farm 
said: “Christmas trees are one of the crops 
where the dreadful summer did them a 
favour. There’s less of a problem with 
needles dropping off because they’ve been 
well watered. The frost is also good for 
needle retention.” 

Aroma 

Believe it or not, Christmas trees are also 
subject to changes in fashion. There are lots 
of different trees but they break down into 
three main types - spruces, pines and firs. 

The Norway spruce is the traditional tree 
and is usually the cheapest with the famous 
“real tree” aroma. It is still the most 
popular tree accounting for about 60 per 
cent of sales. 

Blue spruces are denser with silver-blue 
prickly needles while the Serbian spruce is 
a slimmer tree with softer, floppier 
branches. All spruce trees may shed needles 
if not kept in water. 

Firs do not tend to shed their needles as 
much but they are more difficult to grow and 
therefore more expensive. The Nordmann 
fir is the most popular. Branches are hori¬ 
zontal and well spaced out allowing room for 
decorations. A Frazer fir is a smaller tree 
with upward-pointing branches which 
makes it a bit slimmer. 

White firs are pale silver with long needles 
and while not commonly grown, they look 
different to others and stand out. 

Pines have long needles which do not 


shed. They are denser and have tended to be 
more popular in America. 

But Mr Simkin said: “They’re going out of 
fashion a bit over here now. There’s not as 
much space between the branches as some 
of the other type of tree so decorations tend 
to be on the outside rather than hanging 
down. It’s difficult as a grower because it 
takes seven years for a tree to be ready and 
you have to predict what’s going to be in 
fashion that far in advance.” 

Trees are selling well across the region. 


At Walsall Garden Centre there were 
around 250 left. But director Sarah Swain 
said: “We’re expecting to sell out.” 

Popular 

And Pat Roberts, of Roberts Farm Shop 
in Kingswinford, said: “A lot of people are 
having real trees this year. Because of the 
weather they are looking very good. The 
non-shed trees are doing particularly well.” 
She said the Nordmann fir had been the 
most popular for the last five years. 


Mr Simkin offered advice for anyone con¬ 
sidering buying a tree, which varies in price 
from around £10 to more than £80. 

He said: “Always buy the freshest tree you 
can get and keep it watered. 

“It is like a cut flower and will keep fresh 
best in water. 

“To maximise water uptake cut an inch 
off the base of the trunk and place in a 
water-holding stand. You can improvise 
with a bucket and some gravel.” 


Behind-the-scenes talks to boost jobs 


LOTS of “behind-the-scenes” work is taking place to get 
businesses in to Darlaston Enterprise Zone in a bid to 
unlock thousands of new jobs in the borough. 

Fifteen patches of land make up the Black Country Enter¬ 
prise Zone, with one firm in “advanced discussions” about 
moving in. Up to 1,918 new jobs could be created in Darlas¬ 
ton by 2015 thanks to the enterprise zone. Firms in the zone 
benefit from a tax break, lower business rates and simpli¬ 
fied planning rules. 

Regeneration chief Adrian Andrew said: “Businesses 
have been provided with a set of incentives to make change 
happen, which includes the council agreeing to use its com¬ 
pulsory purchase powers and making a Local Development 
Order to simplify the planning process in this area of Dar¬ 
laston. 


“There is much work behind-the-scenes, talking to 
landowners to see how we can bring polluted brown field 
sites back into use. I personally have been to Westminster 
to meet with Black Country MPs to help fight our corner. 

“This will help to potentially fast-track new develop¬ 
ments that can bring jobs and underlines the point that 
Walsall is open for business.” 

Simpler planning rules, known as a local development 
order, were approved by government for the enter- prise 
zone earlier this year. 

It allows development for light industry, general ind¬ 
ustry and storage and distribution as well as waste manage¬ 
ment and waste treatment without the need for planning 
permission to be given. 

The Enterprise Zone covers 40 acres of land either side of 


the M6. A £26 million road improvement scheme in Darlas¬ 
ton and Bentley is also set to take place which will see major 
roads through the town built. 

Empty 

Meanwhile, two empty shops in Walsall town centre could 
be taken over in time for Christmas as part of am incentive 
scheme to reduce the number of vacant units. 

Nine empty shops are currently up for grabs for busi¬ 
nesses who want to move into the town under a £100,000 
scheme being run by the local authority. 

Three businesses have approached the council to open a 
shop in the town and it is hoped two will be in before Decem¬ 
ber 25. 


Headcam bid to

“Over the years I have seen how the 
Reborn Babies have helped make a lot 
of people happy,” she says. 

“However, when we are seen out in 
the street with our dolls we can get a lot 
of abuse as people don’t understand - 
why is it fine for a man to collect match¬ 
box cars, but not for us to have dolls?” 

Cuddling 

Suzanne says women who buy the 
dolls don’t tend to push them in prams 
but get enjoyment from cuddling them. 

“One customer was diagnosed with 
cancer and she just wanted something 
to cuddle, to give her some comfort,” 
says Suzanne. 

“There are women who have a reborn 
after they have lost babies - they don’t 
get the doll to replace the baby but to 
help with the grief. 

“When a woman holds a baby it 
releases oxytocin in the brain which is 
a hormone which makes people happy 
and relaxed.” 

“Ask anyone who holds a baby how 
they feel and they forget their worries 
and it makes them feel good.” 

Suzanne says she has always loved 
dolls. 

“I was the youngest of four and my 
eldest sister Margaret used to buy them 
for me and I remember when I reached 
11-years-old she said to me that I was 
too old to have dolls,” she says. 

“That was when I moved on to porce-

lain dolls and Ashton Drake collectable 
dolls. It wasn’t long before I came 
across the Reborn dolls.” 

Suzanne opened a baby shop in 
Brownhills in 2005 after her father, 
Lewis and mother Joyce passed away 
leaving her some money. 

“The first thing I did was open a baby 
shop -1 had cribs and prams in the shop 
and used the Reborn dolls as models in 
them for demonstration purposes,” 
says Suzanne, 46. “However, it wasn’t 
long before people started asking me 
about the dolls.” 

Suzanne, who grew up in Aldridge 
going to Redhouse Primary and 
Aldridge Comprehensive School, says 
Reborn dolls are well-known now. 

“People have them for lots of 
reasons. The dolls helped me get over 
the grief of losing my mum,” she says. 

“One lady bought one for her daugh¬ 
ter’s 21st birthday and it will be kept as 
a family heirloom. Also, we had one 14- 
year-old girl brought into the shop by 
her father as she was desperate for a 
baby and getting her a Reborn was a 
way of stopping her from getting preg¬ 
nant too early.” 

Suzanne who has two sons - Nathan, 
19, and Daniel, 17 - says people often 
think there is something wrong with a 


woman who likes dolls. “Earlier this 
year I went on the TV show Daybreak 
and they sat me on the couch next to a 
psychiatrist - luckily the psychiatrist 
said it was natural to want to hold a 
baby and talked about the release of 
oxytocin,” she says. 

“It is amazing to see how people with 
dementia and Alzheimer’s are helped 
by holding the dolls. With dementia 
people can revert back to their child¬ 
hood, having a doll helps them cope. 

“Once a month we have a dolly club 
where customers can bring along their 
Reborns, have a coffee and talk openly 
about their interest without being 
judged.” 

The dolls, which range from £120 to 
£500, take hours to create. 

“A kit is made by someone sculpting 
a baby’s arms, legs and head out of clay 
and then it is used as a mould to make 
the doll out of vinyl,” says Suzanne. 

“We then put the kits together and 
choose the eye colour, skin colour and 
hair. We can make it look how the cus¬ 
tomer wants. 

Unique 

“The painting takes several hours as 
we can put on 80 coats of paint, and 
each one has to be heat set in an oven. 

“It usually takes us around two 
weeks to make each baby. Every one of 
them is unique. You can’t even get 
twins to look exactly the same.” 

“The dolls are made to feel like they 
weigh around 81b and the neck is 
floppy and needs supporting, just like 
with a baby.” 

She added: “Christmas is a very busy 
time for us and at the moment we are 
selling around three babies a day. 
However, the time it takes to make one 
means we don’t make much money out 
of each doll - I do it because I have a 
passion for it.” 

Young Ellie Morris says she has been 
after a Reborn for two years and saved 
up her money to afford one, which she 
has named Charlie. 

“I like that they look and feel real. It 
is nice to buy different clothes for 
Charlie for the day and night, and it is 
great to cuddle him in the evening 
while I’m watching TV/’ says Ellie, a 
pupil at Willenhall E-Act Academy.

Bargain store opens 


Staff celebrate the opening of the new 99p store in New Road, Willenhall 


SCORES of shoppers queued to be 
among the first inside a new budget 
store, which has created 30 jobs. 

The 99p store has opened up at 
the former Somerfield building in 
New Road, Willenhall. The store has 
undergone a £250,000 refit after 
standing empty since Somerfield 
closed its doors last September. 

It became the 214th branch of 99p 
Stores to open in the UK and bosses 


have pledged to open more stores in 
the West Midlands. 

Hussein Lalani, boss of the chain, 
said increasing numbers of people 
were shopping at discount stores. 

“It is now trendy to shop at 99p 
Stores,” he said. “The days of 
coming in undercover are a thing of 
the very ancient past. The new Wil¬ 
lenhall branch is a result of people 
power.” 


MORE than 11,000 bins went 
uncollected in Walsall during the 
first two weeks of a controversial 
recycling crackdown. 

Thousands of green recycling bins were 
slapped with yellow stickers to show they 
would not be emptied after being found to 
contain the wrong items. 

Officers - dubbed “binspectors” - trav¬ 
elled with crews to check residents’ bins for 
the wrong items, such as food, household 
waste and black bags. 

The move sparked a flurry of complaints, 
with some residents feeling penalised for 
trying to recycle. 

Complaints 

Sean Coughlan, deputy leader of Walsall’s 
Labour group, said: “We find it really disap¬ 
pointing the council has allowed it to get to 
this stage. 

“As local councillors we’re all picking up 
complaints from our most vulnerable resi¬ 
dents, who in many cases are elderly 
people.” 

Council chiefs say the zero-tolerance 
crackdown was introduced after increasing 
amounts of “contaminated” waste had to be 
sent to landfill, costing taxpayers money. 

Figures from the first two weeks of the 
operation show more than 11,000 of the 
borough’s 100,000 households fell foul of 
the crackdown. 

Tom Ansell, environment chief, said: “We 
have two weeks of data on recycling collec¬ 
tions since November 19. This tells us that 
an overwhelming majority of 89 per cent of 
residents are recycling properly. 

“Every item improperly recycled effec¬ 
tively costs the taxpayer money.”

Avion cinema book is 
last work of historian 


A BOOK based upon the 
scrapbooks of a cinema 
manager was launched last 
week by friends of an 
Aldridge author, who dedi¬ 
cated the last years of his 
life to its research. 

The Avion, by the late author and 
historian Harry Dennant, tells the 
stories behind the village’s cinema. 
The grand picture palace was focal 
point of the community during its 
heyday during the golden age of 
Holywood and also saw live perform¬ 
ances from top enterainers, such as 
George Formby. 

The book was largely derived from 
the scrapbooks of the general 
manager Harry Russell, who worked 
there for 20 years, as well as from 
firsthand accounts of patrons and 
former staff recorded by Mr Dennant 
since 2007. 

The Avion Cinema De Luxe was 
built by businessman Albert Brain 
and opened in September 26, 1938, 
to bring a touch of Hollywood glamor 
to Aldridge.

As well as being a cinema showing 
American and British movies, The 
Avion also put on shows and in its 
later years, like so many cinemas, 
became a bingo hall. 

It hosted George Formby for its 
grand opening before the war but the 
premises also saw many other stars 
after it introduced variety acts in 
1950. 

Comedian 

These included comedian Larry 
Grayson, famous for hosting The 
Generation Game and his ‘Shut That 
Door’ catchphrase, pianist Semprini 
and Irish crooner Val Doonican with 
his group The Ramblers. 

Aldridge jockey Johnny Bullock, 
winner of the 1951 Grand National 
on 40-1 outsider Nickel Coin, was 
guest of honour at The Avion to 
watch a newsreel of his famous 
victory. 

In 1973 an Aldridge man, Harry 
Whitehouse, purchased the building 
and converted it into the popular 


Legalite Bingo Hall, and it remained 
in his family until his death in 1993 
at the age of 83. It was taken over by 
Jarglen and later Gala Bingo before 
being abandoned in 2009. 

The building was partially demol¬ 
ished but its shell is to be turned into 
a J.D Wether spoons pub under plans 
approved by Walsall Council. 

In her foreword, the book’s editor 
Sue Satterthwaite said: “There 
could be no one better than Harry 
Dennant to write a book about The 
Avion. Harry loved the place but 
sadly he died before his work could 
be completed.” 

Proceeds from sales of the book, 
priced £5m will go to two local chari¬ 
ties - Rosie’s Helping Hands, a 
charity which Harry supported, and 
St Giles Walsall Hospice where the 
author spent the final days of his life. 

The book is available from several 
local outlets. These include Aldridge 
Library, in Rookery Lane, Aldridge; 
Scrumptious Sweets and Treats, 
Anchor Parade, Aldridge; Lynda’s 
Pets and Plants Walsall Wood Road, 
Aldridge; and Waterstones, in Park 
Street, Walsall.

It’s been such an extraordinary 
period for British sport that there will 
be some massive names who won’t 
even make it to the shortlist when, in 
other years, they might have been 
expected to walk away with the trophy. 

For a start, Olympic gold medallists 
Charlotte Dujardin, Greg Rutherford, 
Victoria Pendleton, Laura Trott and 
Alistair Brownlee, and Europe’s Ryder 
Cup hero Ian Poulter, have not made 
the final 12. 

After becoming the first Brit to win a 
Grand Slam event for decades, not to 
mention his Olympic medals in the 
men’s singles and mixed doubles, you 
might expect Andy Murray to be a 
shoe-in. 


winner of the Tour de France, he also 
won gold at the Games and is the 
current favourite to triumph again here. 

Athletes Mo Farah and Jessica 
Ennis are also in the running (no pun 
intended), while Ben Ainslie’s 
achievement in becoming the 
Olympics’ most decorated sailor is 
recognised. 

Also making the shortlist are rower 
Katharine Grainger, boxer Nicola 
Adams, Wiggins’ cycling team mate 
Chris Hoy, golfer Rory Mcllroy and 
Paralympians David Weir, Ellie 
Simmons and Sarah Storey. 

At least last year’s accusations of 
sexism, which came after no women 
made the shortlist, can’t be levelled at 
the Beeb this time. 

Not only are there lots of females in 
the running for the main prize, how 
the nominees are decided has been 
changed too. 

This time, a panel comprised of 
various BBC executives and 
presenters, newspaper sports editors, 
former nominees (this year’s are 
Steve Redgrave, Tanni Grey 
Thompson and Denise Lewis) and 
Sue Campbell, chair of UK Sport, has 


been put together to come up with 12 
worthy names. 

The panel will also choose the 1st, 
2nd and 3rd places for the Team of 
the Year, Overseas Personality of the 
Year and Coach of the Year awards. 
Other awards on the night will again 
be Young Sports Personality of the 
Year and Unsung Hero, which will 
continue to be decided by the existing 
specialist panel system and the 
Lifetime Achievement and Helen 
Rollason Awards, which will be 
decided by the Board of BBC Sport. 

Barbara Slater, director BBC sport, 
says: “This year’s sports personality of 
the year will be a celebration of what 
has been a truly unique year for sport 
in the UK. We are incredibly proud to 
be hosting the sporting grand finale 
for such a remarkable year.” 

Sue Barker, Gary Lineker and Clare 
Balding (whose own star rose thanks 
to her outstanding presenting skills 
during the BBC’s coverage of the 
Olympics and Channel 4’s hosting of 
the Paralympics) are the hosts. 

And no matter what happens, next 
year’s event is going to have a lot to 
live up to. _

Britain’s Secret Terror Squad: Panorama 
BBC1,9pm 

It seems that these days, there’s nary a day goes by 
without some thrilling drama or other focusing on the 
cloak-and-dagger lives of people within the shady 
world of counter-terrorism. But just how grounded in 
reality are they? The answer is, generally, not very - 
yet 40 years ago, a unit existed which is far stranger 
than fiction, and ten times as shocking.

It’s 40 years since the much-missed Roy Castle 


first presented Record Breakers, the BBC TV kids’ 
show which captured the imaginations of millions.

TV centre while Norris McWhirter looked on, or his 
reports on world records, for two decades Roy 
piqued the interest of many, and also helped boost 
sales of The Guinness Book of Records.

A MID-SEASON break to Wales 
was supposed to revitalise 
Walsall. Instead it looks like the 
Saddlers are still AWOL in Snow¬ 
donia. 

The club have climbed more metaphorical 
mountains than molehills in recent times, 
but their current peak continues to be out of 
reach, writes Nick Mashiter. 

Perhaps it was fitting they were unable to 
scale Snowdon because of bad weather 10 
days ago, because they look unlikely to 
conquer their latest challenge after Satur¬ 
day’s Ricoh rout. 

Stuck at base camp, they extended their 
winless run to 15 games in all competitions 
as Coventry left the Saddlers on their slip¬ 
pery slope. Treacherously poised two places 
and two points above the League One rele¬ 
gation zone, Walsall will see the abyss widen 
should the run continue. 

Hurt 

They are now in a relegation battle, some¬ 
thing Dean Holden admitted afterwards, 
and desperately searching for inspiration. 

Dean Smith’s damning condemnation of 
the official’s performance was, to an extent, 
justified but he knows the team cannot hide 
behind referee Nigel Miller’s errors. 

It was a careless defensive performance as 
they failed to get to grips with two-goal 
David McGoldrick and paid the price. 

Andy Butler’s late red card intensified the 
hurt and frustration as the season reached 
another nadir. The Saddlers are a shadow of 
the team who were flying 10 weeks ago and 
questions over their capabilities continue to 
grow. 

There is only so long the club can urge 
patience and remind their long-suffering 
fans they are a developing side. 

Fans are now openly questioning Smith, 
as is their right, but the club will not enter¬ 
tain discussions over a manager’s future 
after he signed a two-and-a-half year deal in 


October. They feel it is statement enough 
that they are backing the boss who no-one 
doubted in September. 

The Saddlers embarked on a project over 
the summer and they are not about to bin it 
because of two rocky months. 

It is harsh to question a manager while 
the ink is barely dry on a new deal, but 
Walsall haven’t got the results - the only 
important commodity right now. 

Promise and potential is all well and good, 
but it must be backed up by three points oth¬ 
erwise those rumblings of discontent from 
the terraces will get louder. 

One hopes the supporters can understand 
Smith’s problems. There is no money; the 
cupboard is bare and, while they want to see 
a winning team, 19th in League One is about 
the norm for Walsall. They are where they 


are. Even so, pre-Christmas home games 
with Yeovil and Colchester have turned into 
‘must wins’. 

Saturday’s defeat moved them closer to 
the relegation zone and Walsall won’t want 
to be reminded of their first ever visit to the 
Ricoh Arena. The last time the teams met, 
in 2004, Coventry won 6-1 and they went 
close to repeating the result. 

Blair Adams’ swipe into his own net gave 
the Saddlers a deserved lead on 16 minutes 
but it served only to rile the Sky Blues. 

After several near-misses, Carl Baker 
glided into the area to beat Aaron McCarey 
at his near post on 29 minutes and Walsall 
disintegrated. 

Two strikes in two minutes from 
McGoldrick - although his second should be 
credited as a Holden own goal - sunk the 


Saddlers. First he chipped over McCarey 
after Jamie Paterson lost possession and 
then his shot ricocheted in off Holden after 
Butler’s goalline clearance. 

That was on 41 minutes and the Saddlers 
had no answer to the rampant Sky Blues. 

Will Grigg lobbed over after the break, 
but there was no great recovery.
